Heroic French resistance changed 


completely the entire character of 
the German 'drive in this attempt, 
from those which formerly insured 
the success <jf previous drives. 


By counter attacking locally, 
at 


every point on the entire front from 
Montdidier to Noyon almost every 
minute, the 
French 
kept the first 


line troops almost constantly en- 
gaged and prevented them from be- 
ing superseded by fresh tropos 


Battling their way forward in the 


center 
of

Montdidier-Noyon 


line, the Gerinas are making slight 
gains. The French are resisting des- 
perately and the fighting is the most 
furious of the present year. Ger- 
man advances have been made, 
at 


heavy cost. 


Along the valley of the JIate. the 


^'ermans are making their most ra- 
pid progress, but their advance there 
h:is not greatly affected the wings 
of the attacking front.

cape, War Department Says 


Indianpolis, Ind., June 11.:—Con- 


scientious 
objectors 
must not be 


placed in .deferred classes because 
of that reason alone.'

"Washington by Major Baltzell>, state 
conscription officer. Boards were or- 
dered to re-open . all cases 
where 


men were granted- deferred classifi- 
cation on grounds of conscientious 
objection to the war. 


the state conscription officer, which 
are for the purpose of equalizing the 
burden of the war on all communi- 
ties, in accordance with orders from 
the provost marshal at Washington, 
are as follows: 


A very lengthy telegram of in- 


structions has just been received 
from the 
provost marshal gcnei il 


In view of the fact that the -|iiot.i^ 
are based upon class 1, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that as nearly the 
same per cent of the total number 
of registrants be placed in cl.iss 1 
as possible taking into considera- 
tion the local conditions. The aver- 
age per cent placed in class 1 
throughout the United .State is 2S 7 
while in Indiana the average is av>- 
proxinmtely 23 per cent, thus ouV 
entire state is. slightly 
below 
the 


average. The per cent in some local 
boards is as low as 10, thus creat- 
ing a hardship upon the local board 
where the per cent 
is high. Tt is 


now 
a nation-wide 
movement 
to 


make as nearly as possible an equal 
per cent in class 1 throughout the 
country. 


'I fully appreciate Ithe grent work 


you have done in making the class- 
ification, and know that your work 
was done conscientiously, and it was 
well done. However, some registrant" 
may have been given deferred class- 
ifications by the district board when 
conditions have changed to such an 
extent as to entirely change their 
classification at this .time.

Why is nan and woman, half the

Whenever in these industries, 
there arises any scarcity of the la- 
bor supply wages are immediately 
forced up a notch. It is no uncom- 
mon thing to hear men ^who, only a 
short while ago, found it dillicult to 
earn a dollar a day, boasting of six. 
eight and ten, and eagerly looking 
for offers even higher. 


The natural result of these con- 


ditions is that in many lines. 
la- 


bor has become 
so scarce as 
to 


threaten their continued operation. 
In many lines of industry these ab- 
normal wages are an impossibility. 
It would mean bankruptcy. But to 
some extent they must be met. and 
the problem is—how? 


If our government will kindly in- 


form us how 
the fanner, for 
in- 


stance, is to retai?) a man who is 
offeerd eight or ten dollars a day on 
some 
government or 
semi-govern- 


ment works, it will confer a great 
boon the millions of perplexed agri- 
culturists—and others.
